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A short history of Bintan 


An island that has managed to give the modern 
world the slip, Bintan was once home to sea gypsies 
who cruised the Riau Islands amidst a labyrinth of 
water channels and mangrove forests. 

This island has also been of historical impor- 
tance for centuries. Sitting astride one of the world's 
oldest and busiest maritime routes, traders would 
often stop at Bintan to take shelter. 

In the 16th century, the Sultan of Malacca found 
refuge here as he fled from Portuguese attack. And 
Penyengat island, just across the water from Tanjung 
Pinang, was the seat of the Malay-Bugis nobility 
during the 18th century. A rich cultural centre, 
scholars from as far away as Mecca flocked here. 

The canary yellow dome of their mosque still 
stands out today. And according to local legend, it's 
held together with egg yolks given to a sultan on the 


eve of his wedding.

There are daily ferry services between Tanah Merah Ferry 
Terminal (TMFT) in Singapore and Bandar Bentan Telani 
(BBT) Ferry Terminal in Bintan Resorts. The journey takes 
45 minutes by high-speed catamaran. 


Singapore Bus Service (SBS) No. 35 operates daily between 
TMFT and Bedok bus interchange. On weekends, Trans- 
Island Bus Services (TIBS) offers BusPlus services from 
TMFT to Tampines and City Hall MRT stations. Departure 
times coincide with ferry arrival times. There is also a transport 
service counter at TMFT to help passengers with taxi bookings. 


Please check in at Counter 5 half an hour before departure 
time to allow for immigration clearance and boarding. Each 
passenger is allowed up to 20 kg of baggage. 


Return tickets cost $$45 (adult), S$32 (child from 2-12 years) 
and S$8 (infant up to 2 years). Tickets can be purchased from 
the Singapore Cable Car counter at TMFT and selected travel 
agents in Singapore, or in bulk from Bintan Resort Ferries 
Pte Ltd, 80 Marine Parade Road, 419-09 Parkway Parade, 
Singapore 449269 (Tel: 65-345 1210/Fax: 65-345 3106).
